of tho destroyed warship walk about 
gloomily, and the whole city is asking: 
“Was it an accident?” 
The disaster caused the loss of 263 
lives out of a total completement of 354. 
Only two officers, Lieutenant Jenkins 
and Assistant Engineer Merritt, are 
among the lost. 
Nobody dares to say the Maine was 
blown up purposely, but the city is rife 
with rumor. 
Everybody realizes that 
rf the explosion is shown to be due to a 
bomb, torpedo or mine it means war. 
The Maine was given an anchorage 
over a submarine mine, at least so the 
undertone of military and naval gossip 
goes. 
This statement was made when 
the anchorage of the American battle­ 
ship was changed and was generrlly 
credited. 
It was quite natural for the Spaniards 
to adopt such a course and mean noth­ 
ing hostile about it, unless the progress 
«f events developed the Maine from a 
friendly visitor into an active foe. This 
oourse would have protected Havana if 
hostilities bogan suddenly and the Yan­ 
kee opened fire. If the clouds between 
the nations cloured the Maine might 
steam away, and it would never be 
known that she had rested over a 
narked volcano.

17.—After a period 
of intense excitement at the navy do- 
jHirtmeiit and elsewhere growing (Hit of 
the destruction of the battleship Maine 
iii Havana harbor, the situation, after 
the exchange of a num ber of Cable­ 
gram s between W ashington and H a­ 
vana, can be summed up in the words 
of Secretary lx>ng, when ashed whether 
he had reason to siisix ct th at t he <Us­ 
urp r was the w’ork of an enemy, re­ 
plied: 
“ I do not. 
In that I ain influenced 
by the fact that Captain Sigsbee has 
not yet reported to the navy department 
on the cause. 
He is evidently waiting 
to w rite a foil report. 
So long as he

cannot. 
I should think from the indi- 
ca .< us, however, th at there w’as an ac­ 
cident—that the magazine exploded. 
The appalling nature of tho disaster

Secretary Long undoubtedly suinmar- 
izul the general opinion of the majority 
of the naval experts in finding it impos­ 
sible just now to state the cause of the 
destruction of the Maine.

I do not s e how it ©ould have occurred 
from the paintrooin, as every precau 
tion is taken to prevent the collection of 
explosive gases in the paint room, and if 
such an explosion occurred, it would 
have been more likely to have caused a 
fire than destroy the ship.” 
Rear Admiral Belknap said it was a 
very significant thing that tho Maine 
should have blown up in (hat particular 
harbor at this particular rime.

applications. 
I k now* these things to be 
true because I hav e run across a num ­ 
ber of casiv i of that k ind. Others hav e I 
learned from experience, aud now the 
wise man says nothing of his iuteu- 
tions. 
“ I firmly lieliev o that if there wore 50 
v acant houses in town t-oday ev erv one 
of them would be rented at a good 
flgnre within a day after the fact was 
made k nown.

obtained employment, and some were 
not so fortunate, but all had to be pro­ 
v ided with places of abode. 
There is no doubt that the city is on 
the high road to prosperity.

In conv erting wood into char­ 
coal gases aud smok e arise which can be 
condensed into pj'roligneous acid. 
It is 
estimated that there is fully 05 per cent 
of this acid iua giv en quantity of wood, 
and from it are extracted wood alcohol, 
acetate of lime and wood tars. 
The al­ 
cohol thus obtained is said to be a v ery 
satisfactory substitute for grain alcohol 
fur mechanical aud manufacturing pur­ 
poses, and it can be produced at les.« 
than one-third of tbe cost of the grain 
alcohol. 
Inv estigations conducted with prac­ 
tical objects iu v iew hav e disclosed 
these interesting facts: A cord of wood 
w hk h weighs 4,000 pounds will yield 
4bout 2,050 pounds of pjrroligneous acid 
aud 700 pounds of charcoal; the acid 
will produce about 
0 gallons of 83 per 
cent crude wood alcohol, about 25 gal­ 
lons of tar and fully 200 pounds of ace­ 
tate of lime. These facts indicate a fu­ 
ture for wood outside of the realm of 
fuel and pulp.—New York Times.

This is c»u account of the pres­ 
ence in the bay of a large school of pe­ 
culiar fish such as have never beet! taken 
in Lake Superior before so far as known/ 
The fish vary in length from two to seven 
feet and are delicious eatiug. 
Instead of having scales, like ordinary 
fish, the newcomers resemble to a ccr- 
i tain extent the catfish, a tough brown 
skin covering them from head to tail.

A C ord o f W ood . 
Few’ persons comprehend the produc­ 
tive capacity of a cord of wood. Chem ­ 
ical experim ents are occasionally de­ 
veloping new uses for wood in m atters 
rem ote from its ordinary adaptability, 
and the feature th at is exciting a great 
deal of interest ju st now is the trans­ 
form ation of wood products into liquids. 
Although under the strongest kind of 
pressure wood yields scarcely any m ois­ 
ture, by means of heat wood w ill evolve 
gases and liquids of m arked potency and 
utility. 
In converting wood into char­ 
coal gases aud smoke arise which can be 
condensed into pyroligneous acid. 
It is 
estim ated that there is folly 05 per cent 
of this acid in a given quantity of wood, 
and from it are extracted wood alcohol, 
acetate of lim e aud wood tars. 
The al­ 
cohol thus obtained is said to be a very 
satisfactory substitute for grain alcohol 
for m ecbauical aud m anufacturing pur­ 
poses, and it can be produced at less 
than one-third of the cost of the grain 
alcohol. 
Investigations conducted w ith prac­ 
tical objects in view have disclosed 
these interesting fao ts: A cord of wood 
which weighs 4,000 pounds will yield 
-ibout 2,050 pounds of pyroligneous acid 
aud 700 pounds of charcoal; the acid 
will produce about 9 gallons of 82 per 
cent crude wood alcohol, about 25 gal­ 
lons of tar and fully 200 pounds of ace­ 
tate of lime. 
These facts indicate a fu ­ 
ture for wood outside of the realm of 
fuel and pulp.— New York Times.

W h il e the people of the United States 
have wisely refrained from an openly 
expressed opinion concerning the ex­ 
plosion on the battleship Maine, there is 
no question as to the trend of senti­ 
ment. Spain may not be responsible, 
but until something definite comes from 
Havana this country will continue to do 
a lot of thinking. 


John R. McLean can continue his 
Democratic organization in Ohio, and 
William J. Bryan can use all means at 
his command to keep his western friends 
in line by writing letters, but Boss 
Choker, with the long green aud a well 
paid gang, is quietly planning in New 
York the big part, that will be played in 
the contest at the Democratic conven­ 
tion. 


T h e r e is no question about the feel­ 
ing toward this country in Spain. 
While the government attempts to keep 
it from creeping into anything official, 
the army, the navy and the civil service 
hate the United States with a cordial 
hatred, aud the fire is kept burning 
brightly by the newspapers, not an oc­ 
casion being pass* d when ii is possible 
to blow up the embers. 


T h e people of Ohio have a right to ex­ 
pect some work from the legislature, but 
it seems that body has forgotten its 
duty. In the senate and in the house 
there has appeared a sentiment which 
does not allow the members to waste 
too much of their time on work when 
there is some other thing to attract atten­ 
tion. It really seems as though some 
other counties had made mistakes as 
serious as that made by Columbiana. 


T h e r e is no reason to believe that 
General Lee will resign at once, nor 
should faith be placed in the story that 
Secretary Sherman is about to give up 
his position. Those gentlemen were se­ 
lected by President McKinley for the 
work they are now doing, and until that 
work is completed they will stay where 
they are. In short it would be danger­ 
ous to accept their resignations, even if 
they were so disposed just now. 


NT A K CHAM HRH SESSIONS. 
The legislature is doing some things 
which does not meet the approval of the 
people of Ohio, and among them none is 
causing more adverse criticism than the 
secrecy with which certain of the matters 
under consideration are surrounded. Par­ 
ticularly is this true of the investigation 
of the convict labor system. It is a mat­ 
ter in which union workmen throughout 
the state are interested. They have 
been working for years to bring about 
reform in that direction, and to them 
can the investigation be traced. They 
want to know what the committee is 
doing aud what the probable result will 
be. The action of the gentlemen com­ 
prising the committee is unwise to say 
the least.

REMARKABLE BILL INTRODUCED 
MR. HOWARD OF ALABAMA. 


Hi« New $tyl# of f*.p« r Cu rrency — All 
Corernu ient IlcbU and Claim* to Be 
Paid In It — Yearly Pension of Sl.OOO 
For Each Citiaen Over 81 Year* of Age 


W hMi Longfellow Cam e to C am bridge. 
In 1836, when Lowell was a sopho­ 
more, Mr. Longfellow came to Cam­ 
bridge, a you u g man, to begin his long 
and valnable life in the college. 
His 
presence there proved a 
benediction 
and, I m ight say, mark s an epoch in the 
history of Harvard. 
In the first place, 
be was fresh from Eu rope, and he gave 
the best possible "k timu lns to the bu d­ 
ding interest in German literatu re. 
In 
the second place, he came from Bow- 
u tiii college, and in those days it was a 
very good thing for a Harvard nnder- 
gradu ate to k now' that there were peo­ 
ple not bred in Cambridge qnite as well 
read, as intelligent, as elegant and ao- 
coitiplished as any Harvard gradu ate. 
In the third place, Longfellow, thou gh 
he was so you ng, rank ed already dis­ 
tinctly as a man of letters 
Thin was no brok en winded minister 
%vh<j had been made professor. 
He w’as 
not a lawyer withou t clients or a doc­ 
tor w ithou t patients, for 
whom “ a 
place” had to be fou nd. He was already 
k nown as a poet by all edu cated people. 
—Edward Everett Hale in Ou tlook . 


Some very remark able bills are intro­ 
du ced in congress, and nou e this session 
is more remark able than one tired into 
the hopper by Mr. M. W. Howard of 
Alu baiu a. Mr. Howard is tho au thor of 
a book entitled “ If Christ Oh me to Con­ 
gress,” that made its appearance a few 
years ago, bu t it is not with that this 
story has to deal. One day recently Mr. 
Howard introdu ced a bill in the hou se 
which is entitled “ a bill to change the 
natu re, improve the form and increase 
the volu me of the cu rrency.” 
Mr. Howard’s bill starts in by direct­ 
ing the secretary of the treasnry to re­ 
tire ou tstanding redeemable cu rrenciei 
of the United States as fast as they may 
be received back into the treasu ry with 
a new national cu rrency, which shall be 
receivable for all pu blio revenu es and a 
fu ll legal teu der at its face valu e for all 
debts payable within the lim its of its 
mak er, bu t not redeemable or exchange­ 
able in any other k ind of money. 
Next Mr. Howard’s bill provides that 
tho money of accou nt of the United 
States shall be mills, cents, dimes, dol­ 
lars, eagles, condors and talents, a con­ 
dor to bo ten eagles, or $100, and tho 
talent ten condors, or $1,000. 
All is to 
be paper. The mill is to be 5 inches by 
3 inches and each deu ominatiou in­ 
creasing in valu e to bo ou e-balf inch 
longer, so that the talent wou ld be 
abou t two inches lou ger than the pres­ 
ent paper cu rrency in circu lation. There 
are to be ones, twos, threes and fives of 
each denomination. 
Then follow the nsnal provisions as to 
connterfeiting, circu lation of any other 
corroiicy and all that sort of thing, pim-

Some very remarkable bills ore intro­ 
duced in congress, and noue this session 
is more remarkable than one fired into 
the hopper by Mr. M. W. Howard of 
Alabama. Mr. Howard is the author of 
a book entitled " If Christ Ohms to Con 
greM,” that made its appearance a few 
years ago, but it is not with that this 
story has to deal. Ono day recently Mr. 
Howard introduced a bill in the house 
which is entitled " a bill to change the 
nature, improve the form and increase 
the volume of the currency.” 
Mr. Howard’s bill starts in by direct 
ing the secretary of the treasury to re­ 
tire outstanding redeemable currenciei 
of the Uniter! States as fast as they may 
be received back into tho treasury with 
a new national currency, which shall be 
receivable for all public revenues and a 
full legal tender at its face value for all 
debts payable within the lim its of its 
maker, but not redeemable or exchange­ 
able in any other kind of money. 
Noxt Mr. Howard’s bill provides that 
tho money of account of the United 
States shall be mills, cents, dimes, dol­ 
lars, eagles, condors aud talents, a con­ 
dor to be ten eagles, or $100, and the 
talent ten condors, or $1,000. 
All is to 
be paper. The mill is to be 6 inches by 
3 inches and ench denomination in­ 
creasing in value to bo one-balf inch 
longer, so that the talent would be 
about two inches longer than the pres­ 
ent paper currency iii circulation. There 
are to be ones, twos, threes aud fives of 
each denomination. 
Then follow the usnal provisions as to 
counterfeiting, circulation of any other 
currency and all that sort of thing, pun-

There are ll events in the athletic 
meet—75 yard dash, straightaway; 220 
yard dash, 440 yard run, 880 yard run, 
mile run, mile walk, 76 yard high hur­ 
dle, shot put, running high jump, pole 
vault und team race.

will have teams in the athletic meet. 
The race between such entrants will be 
the most exciting intercollegiate event 
the west has known.
